23    Anthony's Hospital Planning  Commission,  the  St.  Anthony's

24    Memorial  Hospital  Advisory  Council,  the  Effingham County

25    Youth Commission,  the Eastern  Illinois  University  Panther

26    Club  in  which he was a past president, the Eastern Illinois

27    University  Executive  Council  and  President's  Club,   the

28    Eastern  Illinois  University's Board of Trustees in which he

29    was chairman,  the  Effingham  Catholic  Charities  Board  of

30    Directors,  the Effingham Kiwanis Club, the Effingham Jaycees
